Officers said beads that had 
been around Crane’s neck were 
clasped in her hand when her 
body was found. 

The search began after the 
Perry County Sheriff's Office 
received a report that she had 
been abducted from Mississippi 
29 about 15 miles south of New 
Augusta. 

Sheriff Smith said, ‘‘This truck 
apparently skidded to a stop in 
front of her (automobile). He left 
about 50 feet of black marks on 
the road. She got out to confront 
him about his actions. When she 
did ... he got a hold on her and 
hollered at her and got her in the 
truck.” 

Smith said the engine of 
Crane’s 1983 Datsun was running 
and her purse was in the car 
when deputies arrived. 

Smith said a witness to the 
abduction told him she was 
about 100 yards away when the 
incident occurred and watched 
from a window of her home. 

He quoted the witness as say- 
ing a white, tractor-trailer rig 
stopped suddenly on Mississippi 
29, forcing the Crane vehicle to 
skid to a stop behind him.
